25,000 VOLUNTEERS 
BEGIN SOLICITATION 
Activities of the 116 Agen- 
cies to Share in $5,265,- 
* 000 Sought Depicted in 
~~ Floats. 


A parade moved through down- 
town streets today to the beat of 


martial music and marching men, 
marking the opening of the 
Greater St. Louis War Chest cam- 
paign to raise $5,265,000 in three 
weeks for the maintenance of 116 
local and war relief agencies in 
1944. 

Starting at 11:37 o’clock, the pro- 
cession, which included military 
and naval units in keeping with 
the wartime atmosphere of the 
drive, proceeded down Washing- 
ton avenue as an Army bomber 
roared overhead and the boom of 
aerial bombs punctuated the music 
of military bands. 

Spectators, including many el- 
derly men and women, lined the 
street as the parade got under 
way, but as it progressed the 
crowds increased, standing seven 
and eight deep along Washington 
at Eighth street. The streets were 
thronged along Sixth street also, 
as the procession moved to Chest- 
nut street. It took 26 minutes for 
it to pass in review in front of a 
reviewing stand at the Soldiers’ 
Memorial in Memorial Plaza. 

Confetti Thrown. 

Confetti thrown by women em- 
ployes on upper floors of some of 
the factories and stores along 
Washington avenue drifted over 
“the marchers, shimmering on the 
blue uniforms of the sailors, Fre- 
quent bursts of applause greeted 
the units, with especial enthusiasm 
manifested for a U. 8. O. float. It 
represented a canteen scene, with 
an orchestra, service men reading, 
playing games, and talking to host- 
esses. One soldier pretended to 
shave as the float rocked through 
the streets. 

Preceded by an escort of mount- 
ed policemen, the symbol of the 
campaign—the Red Feather—was 
gigantically depicted on a float en- 
titled the “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
and manned by a mounted horse- 
man clad“in shining armor. Other 
floats also bore depictions of the 
Red Feather. Small feathers will 
be given to contributors to the 
drive who will be solicited by 25,000 
volunteer workers who went into 
action shortly before the parade 
began. 

1000 Uniformed Marchers. 

Marching units included 1000 
uniformed men and women from 
Jefferson Barracks including sol- 
diers, Wacs, nurses, the post band 
and a color guard. Other service 
detachments embraced Coast 
Guardsmen, sailors, Waves, Spars 
and woman Marines. Bands of the 
different services appeared at fre- 
quent intervals. 

Wearing steel helmets and car— 
tying rifles, the troops from the 
barracks moved briskly along, 
smartly executing the commands 
of their officers. Two detach- 
ments of Negro troops received 
consistent applause.

HOUSE COMMITTEE REJECTS 
ALL SALES TAX PROPOSALS 


Completed, With 


Action on General Revenue. Bill Virtually 


Only About Two 


Billions More in Sight. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP) .— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today rejected all proposals 
for a national retail sales tax and 
thereby virtually completed action 
on a general tax bill with only 
about two billion dollars of new 
revenue in sight. The Administra- 


in new taxes. 

The committee action today was 
in line with vigorous administra- 
tion objection to retail sales taxes. 
The CIO had given warning that 
if a retail sales tax was enacted, 
labor would demand proportionate 
wage increases. 

The rejection of the sales tax 
principle came after the committee 
voted down a motion by Represen- 
tative Robertson (Dem.) Virginia, 
to impose a 10 per cént levy with 
“cost of living” exemption cer- 
tificates and a bar against using 
a sales tax—any more than any 
other tax—in computing parity 


tion had asked for $10,500,000,000, 


prices and making wage determi- 
nations. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, told reporters: 

“This ends the sales tax as far 
as this bill is concerned—manufac- 
turers, wholesale, retail or any oth- 
er sort of sales tax.” 

Doughton declined to tell the 
size of the vote against the sales 
levy within the 25-member com- 
mittee, which held its session be- 
hind closed doors, 

The committee turned to the 
sales tax after approving yesterday 
an increase in the corporation ex- 
cess profits tax from 90 per cent 
to 95 per cent which with certain 
adjustments of credits would yield 
an estimated 616 million annually. 
This, with about $1,500,000,000 from 
higher postage and excise rates, 
accounts for virtually the entire 
proposed new revenue thus far.

In a ruling said by attorneys to 
establish an empire-wide precedent 
for British courts, Chief Justice 
Sir Oscar Bedford Daly admitted 
into evidence a “raised” print— 
one which is transferred to ad- 
hesive rubber from the surface 
where ‘it is found, / 

It is up to the jury, he said in 
effect, to decide whether an Ameri- 
can detective, Capt. James O. 
Barker, actually found de Marig- 
ny’s fingerprints on the screen— 
which witnesses have testified 
stood in Oakes’ bedroom the night 
he was beaten and burned o death, 

New Angle in Defense. 

Higgs had thrown de Marigny’s 
trial into confusion by insisting 
that there are no marks on the 
screen now, and that the evidence 
is inadmissable because there is 
only Barker’s uncorroborated word 
to support it. 

Once the Justice ruled, however, 
Higgs leaped to the attack from a 
new angle. 

From Barker he drew the admis- 
sion that the print in evidence did 
not come from an area previously 
marked on the bed screen. Barker 
said he could say definitely only 
that the print came from the top 
of one of the panels. 

Higgs attacked the qualifica- 
tions of Barker as an _ expert, 
bringing out that the officer 
served only five months as a clerk 
in the Miami identification bureau 
before be was named superintend- 


ent, 
Two Prints Taken Off. 

Barker explained he raised two 
prints onto adhesive rubber. One, 
which he said was an impression 
of de Marigny’s right little finger, 
was offered in evidence because it 
was plainer than an earlier print 
which the Miami officer said was 
left by de Marigny’s left little 
finger. 

In the cage-like prisoner's dock, 
de Marigny grimaced as Justice 
Daly made his pronouncement, 
then smiled.

Administration Fears

PEPPER TO OPPOSE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
Disclosure that the text of the 
Connally postwar peace resolution 
has been cabled to Secretary of 
State Hull in Moscow. underscored 
growing administration concern 
today that lengthy Senate debate 
might create an unfavorable im- 
pression abroad, 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 


been furnished with the text as 


approved by the Foreign Relations 
Committee and said he supposed 
it had been discussed, at least in- 
formally, by officials attending the 
tri-partite conference of foreign 
ministers. 

Connally called it “unfortunate” 
that indications point to a week 
or more of additional Senate de- 
bate on the proposal. The reso- 
lution, now in its fourth day of dis- 
cussion, would pledge the United 
States to join with free and sov- 
ereign nations in international au- 
thority with power to prevent ag- 
gression, 

“It igs most unfortunate,” Con- 
nally said, “that while the confer- 
ence is. those who are 
seeking changes in the resolution 
are prolonging debate and creating 
the impression in Moscow , that 
there is a real division over this 
matter when there is none.” 

Urges “Robust” U. 8. Policy. 

Contending that “a robust Amer- 
ican policy” is needed in the poat- 
war world, Senator Burton (Rep.), 
Ohio, urged the Senate to spell out 
a more specific declaration than 
the Connally resolution, 

“Senate resolution 192 is so gen- 
eral,” he said in continuing a long 
speech begun yesterday, “that it 
can be interpreted as expressing a 
willingness to accept anything 
from a Federal union with two or 
more nations on one extreme to a 
loose military alliance-with two or 
more nations on the other.” 

As a result, he said, a choice of 
intermediate policy would remain 
substantially as broad in the fu- 
ture as at present, 

Contending that the Senate had 
a positive duty under the Consti- 
tution to advise and consent in 
the making of treaties, Burton 
said:

RED TANKS SMASH AT NAZI FLANKS 


YANKS DRIVE WEDGE IN GERMAN LINE 


AMERICANS TAKE 
HIGH GROUND ON 
BOTH SIDES OF 
UPPER VOLTURNO 


Firm Bridgehead 
Across Trigno Under 
Heavy Shellfire, Also 
Advances in Center.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 28 (AP).—American 
troops stabbing high up the valley 
of the upper Volturno River have 
driven a deep salient into the 
enemy’s advance lines northwest of 
Raviscanina while engineers of the 
British Eighth Army have thrown 
bridges across the Trigno River 
under heavy shelifire, Allied head- 
quarters announced today. 


Enemy resistance was reported 
stiffening “along the entire front 
as the two Allied armies punched 
doggedly forward over rough coun- 
tryside, overcoming one _ strong 
outpost after another and ap 
proaching the new German main 
lines. 

The Germans have emplaced 
great concentrations. of artillery, 
‘and ‘huge mortars to defend their 
mountain line running from Mon- 
dragone on the Tyrrhenian: Sea to 
Vasto on the Adriatic. Enertnched | 
in camouflaged positions are in- | 
numerable 88-millimeter guns and 
210-millimeter mortars ag well as 
many other types. of tield pieces, 
machine guns and mortars. 

The Nazis employed both me- 
dium and field artillery to hinder 
the thrust of the American troops 
in the central and right sectors of 
the Fifth Army front. 

Lt. Gen, Mark W, Clark’s troops, 
however, attacked and drove the 
Germans from more important 
high ground along both sides of 
the Volturno and widened the base 
of their salient by taking Riardo, 
nine miles southwest of Ravisca- 
nina and 11 miles northwest of 
Capua, 

Eighth Army Gains. 

At the Adriatic end of the front, 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery's 
headquarters announced that his 
British troops had firmly secured 
a bridgehead over the Trigno de- 
spite sharp and continuous enemy 
fighting to wipe out his position 
on the northwest banks. 

In the face of what was official- 
ly termed “extremely accurate” 
artillery bombardment, Eighth 
Army engineers continued to throw 
new bridges across the stream. 

Artillery fire also was intense 
to the southwest, where Eighth 
Army units in a four-mile advance 
captured the town of Torella del 
Sannio, nine miles northwest of 
Campobasso, and Mafalda, seven 
miles’ northwest oof Montecilfone 
and near the southeast bank of the 
Trigno. 

(The Berlin radio said that Mon- 
tefalcone, along with Torella del 
Sannio and Montemitro, had been 
abandoned by the Germans. The 
German-controlled Paris radio said 
Canadian forces had launched a 
strong attack against the central 
sector of the line across Italy, but 
added that the Nazis “managed to 
halt if.”

Asserts WLB Formula 
Actually f¥“Basic Re- 
duction—60,000 Work- 
ers Now Out. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis today in effect re- 
jected the War Labor Board’s 
compromise plan for settling the 
coal miners’ wage dispute, as work 
stoppages continued to spread in 
the fields, 

The United Mine Workers’ presi- 


dent advised district UMW presi- 
dents by telegram that he con- 
sidered the WLB plan for ap- 
proving a minimum $1.12% a day 
earnings increase in the “model” 
Illinois contract to be the equiva- 
lent of a reduction in the basic 
wage rate, 

Lewis’ telegram read: 

“In order to allay confusion in- 
dicated by many inquiries I advise 
as follows: In rejecting the nego- 
tiated Illinois agreement and rec- 
ommending the substitution of its 
own formula, the War Labor 
Board is asking the mine workers 
of the nation to accept a reduction 
in their basic hourly rate. 

“The existing basic hourly rate 
is $1 per hour for seven hours’ 
work, or $7 per day. 

“The War Labor Board proposes 
a rate of $8.12% for a work day 
of 8% hours or an hourly rate of 
95% cents per hour. Acceptance 
of this plan would impose a wage 
reduction on the mine workers

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
A Tokyo broadcast recorded today 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission said Allied forces had 
landed on Mono (Treasury) Island, 
near Shortland Island in the Solo- 
mons, early Wednesday morning. 


In an English-language broad- 
cast, beamed to the United States, 
Tokyo said Japanese naval air- 
craft attacked the Allied convoy, 
sinking one warship and damaging 
another, 

Shortland lies at the lower tip 
of Bougainville, near the upper 
end of the Solomons. The Jap- 
anese have airfields at Kahili and 
Kara on South Bougainville and 
also in the Shortlands. 

Southeast of Shortland are the 
islands of Vella Lavella and Ko- 
lombangara, recently occupied by 
Allied forces. 

There was no confirmation of 
the Japanese report by United 
States headquarters in the South 
Pacific, although a dispatch from 
Associated Press Correspondent 
William Hipple at Adm. William 
F. Halsey’s headquarters’ said 
Treasury Island had been attacked 
for the first time by American 
airmen. The island, 20 miles south 
and west of Shortland Island, was 
thought to be garrisoned with 
Japanese artillerymen guarding the

Fall of strongly defended Krivot 
Rog, iron ore and rail center, &5 
miles southwest of Dnieperope- 
trovek, already reported flanked 
on three sides by Red Army troops, 
was believed to be but a matter of 
hours, front dispatches to Moscow 
indicated, 

Capture of Krivoi Rog, a pivotal

This line leads to Niko- 
laev, west of Kherson, and recent 
maps show a connecting line from 
Nikolaev west to Kolosovka on the 
main Odessa-Kiev railway. 

(The German communique re- 
ported “bitter defensive fighting” 
in the South Ukraine as “the strug- 
gle continued with unabated vio- 
lence.” 

(Swiss reports quoted by the 
British radio said all Rumanians 
living east of the Dniester river, 
some 200 miles west of the’ farthest 
Russian advance, had received or- 
ders to prepare for immediate 
evacuation into Rumania.

LONDON, Oct. 28 (AP), — The 
bomb-shattered House of Parlia- 
ment should be rebuilt with its an- 
cient oblong shape, said Prime 
Minister Churchill today, because 
a semicircular chamber “appeals to 
political theorists and enables 
every group to move around to 
the center, adopting various shades 
of pink ‘as the weather changes.” 

Proposing to Commons that it 
name a committee to consider 
plans for rebuilding, Churchill re- 
marked, “We shape our buildings 
and afterwards our buildings shape 
us.’ 

He suggested the reconstruction 
use as much of the old founda- 
tions and shattered walls as pos- 
sible. 

Calling the oblong shape of the 
chamber “a very potent factor of 
our political life’ Churchill said: 
“T’m a supporter of the party

favored by an oblong chamber, It 


is easy enough to movée through 
those insensible gradations from 
left to right but the act of cross- 
ing the floor is one which requires 
serious consideration.

LONDON, Oct. 28 (AP), — Gen. 
Josip (Drug Tito) Broz's Libera- 
tion Army has smashed back Ger- 
man tank attacks in Montenegro 
and the Sandjak area of Bosnia, 
and other Partisans have inflicted 
heavy losses on German units in 
sharp fighting only 10 miles from 
the northern border of Albania 
near Kolasin and Berane, a com- 
munigue 
Yugoslav radio reported today. 

On the Greek flank of the Bal 
kans the Nazi-controlled Paris ra- 
dio repdrted that the islands of 
Samos and Lero in the Aegean 
Sea had been recaptured by Ger- 
man forces, but there was no Allied 
confirmation of the claim. To- 
day's German communique report- 
ed the bombing of military targets 
on Lero. 

The Yugoslav communique said 
former Yugoslav Gen. Djukanovic 
and 30 other officers described as 
Montenegrin Quislings helping the 
Germans have been captured and 
another 21 killed, including @ 
“traitor” named Stanistau. 

The Bari radio, controlled by 
Marsha! Pietro Badoglio, quoted 
the Yugoslav freedom station to- 
day as announcing the execution 
of 17 persons accused of collabo- 
ration with the Germans, The 
broadcast did not name those ex- 
ecuted but said a court martial 
with a jury of Slovene judges 
found the defendants guilty. Hach 
of the accused was defended by a 
lawyer, it was said. 

British Raids in Dodecanese. 

The Cairo radio announced that 
British planes yesterday bombed 
the Antimacchia airfield on the 
island of Cos. The raiders caught 
Germans disembarking from a 
Junkers-52 air transport, an indi- 
eation the enemy was reinforcing 
the Dodecanese base. The harbor 
at Porto Maltesana on Stampalia 
in the Dodecanese and the bar- 
racks on Gavdos Island south of 
Crete also were bombed. 

Pilots returning from the Cos 
raid said 50 fully armed Germans 
were caught by the surprise bomb- 
er and fighter attack, and an 
“officer with a row of medals and 
ribbons received a direct hit from 
@ cannon shell.” 

Kittyhawks of the South African 
Air Force, based in Italy, attacked 
four barges off the Yugoslav 


coast. 

* On the Yugoslav land front 
Partisans broke through the Ger- 
man lines to capture the town of 
Skofja Loka, northwest of Ljubl- 
jana, where they destroyed a large 
textile factory and railway line, 
derailed a military train and sev- 
ered postal communications with 
the Liubljana area. 

In Slovenia, where the Nazis had 
mounted a large-scale offensive to 
reconquer territory liberated by 
peasant patriots, Partisan troops 
hurled back numerous attacks by 
enemy motorized units with heavy 
losses, the Yugoslav communique 
said. 

Nazis Accused of Killings. 

The Yugoslav Government-in- 
exile said yesterday in Cairo that 
many thousands of non-combatant 
men, women and children, as well 
as captured soldiers had been killed 
by the Germans in Yugoslavia for 
their allegiance to Gen. Draja 
Mihailovic, King Peter's field com- 
mander. 

It listed 24 separate instances 
of villages burned to the ground 
or destroyed by dive-bombers, of 
villagers burned alive or shot or 
sent to concentration camps in a 
reign of terror intended to “dis- 
cipline” the population. 

Thirty villagers of Boukavac 
were burned alive, this report said; 
the Montenegrin town of Shanik 
completely destroyed; two entire 
tribes wiped out and 8000 inhabi- 
tants of Srem transported to con- 
centration camps in a “cleanup” 
conducted by 12,000 German 88S 
troops. 

5000 Serbs Reported Killed. 

The statement estimated nearly 
5000 Serbs had been killed, includ- 
ing 885 shot in mass reprisal in 
Belgrade for attacks of Mihailo- 
vic's forces on Serbian-Bosnian 
communications. 

Thousands of houses have been 
destroyed, leaving many persona 
homeless at the approach of win- 
ter, the statement continued. It 
charged that Bugarian troops no- 
torious in Yugoslavia for cruelty 
were being used to slaughter in- 
habitants in many regions.

Form Groups to Share Food Packages — 
‘People ‘Who Gripe at Gasoline Shortage 
Have Never Been in a Nazi Prison.’

A BRITISH ARMY HOSPITAL, 
SOMEWHERE IN CHESHIRE, 
England, Oct, 28.—The only Ameri- 
cans who have come back from 
Germany as repatriated prisoners 
bring more proof that the Ger- 
mang are fast approaching a crisis 
—a nation of hungry, dispirted, be- 
wildered defeatists praying that the. 
war will soon be over. 

Allied bombing has shaken the 
roots of civilian morale so severely 


that some cities appear hysterical, 
. « « Hitler’s power wanes daily. 
.» » The Germans hate Americans 
worse than they do Britons and 
often show their reaction to the 
bombing offensive by threatening, 
stoning and spitting at captured 
American airmen. 

One of the 14 Americans now 
recuperating in Britain—Staff Sgt, 
Benjamin Spring of Denver, who 
gave up his studies for the priest- 
hood to become a jockey and 
finally wound up as waist-gunner 
on a Flying Fortress—says hé was 
threatened by a German crowd at 
Luneburg, near Hamburg. 

“It got so bad they were trying 
to get me away from the Army 
guards,” he said. “I was hit by 
a stone, One of my guards said 
he would not shoot at them but I 
could have his gun if they got 
one more out of hand. They were 
calling us ‘swine’ and yelling obs 
scenities at us in English.” 

Saved by Red Cross Food. 

Refreshed by the best food war- 
time England could provide and 
buoyed up with the hope that they 
will get home before too many 
weeks, perhaps for Christmas, 
these 14 Americans are now able 
to give in clear ply orang an- 
other phase of what is going on in- 
side Nazi Germany. 

The British press has been print- 
ing these stories of rockbottem 
morale and internal crisis since the 
three exchange ships began arriv- 
ing on Monday, but American cen- 
sorship, originating in Washing- 
ton, has prevented American cor- 
respondents here from reporting 
the fullest picture until today, 

Individual accounts of these 14 
men vary about conditions inside 
hospitals, but on the whole they 
agree that they could not have sur- 
vived without Red Cross food pack- 
ages they received weekly. Ger- 
man guards begged for scraps 
from these packages. Men who 
had been longest in Germany, like 
Lt. Glenn Herrington of Ogden, 
Utah, a navigator on a Fortress 
shot down at sea on the St. Na- 
zgaire raid on Jan. 3; Tech. Sgt. 
Norman 8. Goodwin, Bradford, 
Mass., radioman in a Fortress shot 
down on the Bremen raid, June 25, 
and Sgt. Milton Williams, 1714A 
Nebraska avenue, St. Louis, Mo., a 
Fortress waist gunner shot down 
over Bremen, April 17, all say that 
the treatment they received from 
their guards improved as the * 
news grew darker for Germany. 

They felt that it was because 
their guards were bargaining for 
better treatment for themselves 
after Germany's ultimate defeat. 
These guards appeared to’ be 
wounded soldiers who had recov- 
ered enough to take up light 
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duties, In fact, Germany’s civilian 

defense appeared to the American 

prisoners to be built around older 

men and rehabilitated soldiers. 
St. Louisan’s Story. 

Sgt. Williams, who lost a foot in 
helping a buddy bail out from 
their Fortress in the Bremen raid 
April 17, told how hospital pris- 
oners formed themselves _ into 
“food combines” of about five men 
go that each man had somebody 
to look out for him and each would 
get the best advantage from their 
Red Cross food 

“Believe me, you really get to 
have respect for human rights 
when you're in a spot like that,” 
Williams said, hobbling about on 
the improvised peg which takes 
the place of his missing right foot. 

“You reajly do—strictly, When 
you're sweating out the war in a 
German prison hospital, you get to 
thinking and you wonder if there 
would ever be any wars at all if 
everybody looked out for others 
like that. We formed three com- 
bines so there would be at least one 
man with two legs to look out for 
the legless fellows and the blind 
and men with stomach wounds, 
We split up our food so that men 
with weak stomachs got the best 
we had and we would save up po- 
tatoes and black bread the Ger- 
mans gave us until we could make 
a stew or something. 

“You'll never hear any of us 
making any gripes about gasoline 
shortages or the blackout, or any- 
thing—and anynesy back home 
that does—well, they have never 
been in a German prison camp.” 

Williams landed in a Bremen 
field near the Hospital of the Or- 
der of St. Frances. A crowd gath- 
ered about him threatening him, 
although he thought he was nearly 
dead from his foot wound. 

“Some Luftwaffe officer broke 
through the crowd and drove them 
away,’ Williams recalled. “They 
got me to the hospital and the 
nuns kept me there for 18 days un- 
tilethe Germans took me to the 
prison hospital, staffed by Britigh 
prisoners.” 

Nazis Try to Create Dissension.

“We were too smart for that,” 
said Pvt. Leroy Keith, Denver, 
Pa., an infantry man wounded in 
Sicily.

Paul V. McNutt, called before the 
committee for an investigation of 
what Chairman Truman, (Dem,), 
Missouri, called the continued 
“wasting and hoarding of man 
power,” said he would remove 
Dallas from its present classifica- 
tion as a critical labor area on 
the basis of a recommendation by 
Wilson. 

Wilson made his report to the 
committee in a telegram from 
Dallas. After telling the commit- 
tee he would remove Dallas from 
the list of “critical labor areas,” 
McNutt was bombarded with re- 
quests for a review of 71 other 
such areas. 

Meanwhile, James F. Byrnes, 
War Mobilization Director, an- 
nounced that selective service will 
defer all necessary workers in 
West Coast airplane plants, in- 
cluding their production sub-con- 
tractors. Drafting of West Coast 
aircraft workers will be arranged 
on a basis of planned replacement, 
he said, to permit the industry to 
maintain production. 

“IT hope,” Byrnes said in a state- 
ment, “that workers in these plants 
will settle down, stay on the job 
and produce to the limit. No 
weapon being produced today is 
more important than aircraft and 
every possible increase in output 
is important.” 

McNutt testified before the Tru- 
man Committee that at present the 
Army and Navy procurement 
agencies—the Army Air Forces in 
the case of the aircraft industry 
—were responsible for the efficient 
utilization of man power in war 
plants. 

“These procurement agencies are 
damned careless,” remarked Sen- 
ator Connally (Dem), Texas. “They 
think of all the money appropri- 
ated for the war and tell the con- 
tractors to come on and get it.” 

McNutt said the Army and Navy 
procurement agencies passed on 
all requests by war industries for 
additional man power, and that 
the WPB had authority to deter- 
mine the priority of demands. 

As for the Manpower Commis- 
sion, he said, its only function is 
to meet the demands, and it is 
“without authority or personnel to 
go into the plants to determine 
whether the demands are reason- 
able and whethen labor is being ef- 
ficiently utilized.’

He said he did not know when 
the war would end, but expressed 
belief it would be “over long be- 
fore any gloomy prediction of 


1949.” 

Asserting hard days are ahead 
with the final showdown inevitably 
a clash of armies, the Admiral was 
optimistic over progress of the 
air war against the Japanese en- 


my. 

“His total air strength has de- 
clined,” he said, “as evidenced by 
his failure to establish air su- 
periority in the New Guinea-Solo- 
mons area which has become a 
sinkhole for his ships, planes and 
men. . . It is doubtful if ever 
again he will reach in the air the 
peak of efficiency or strength he 
attained when he destroyed the 
Prince of Wales and Repulse (Brit- 
ish warships sunk off Malaya). 

His total air strength will 
gradually dwindle to the point 
where it must be kept at home 
or suffer total destruction.” 

Nimitz said global strategy de- 
cisions to direct the major United 
Nations effort against Hitler while 
holding Japan were wise. 

“Japan has not only been held,” 
he added, “but has been driven 
back at important points and she

JAPS TAKING STEPS 
TO MEET AIR RAIDS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP).—A 
new air defense bill which will re- 
sult in the partial evacuation of 
Japanese industrial cities and the 
decentralization of war production 
facilities is one of 14 measures be- 
ing rushed through the Japanese 
Diet, Domei news agency said last 
night in a broadcast dispatch re- 
ported to the Office of War In- 
formation. 

Anticipation of “big raids by 
enemy planes” and reports on the 
actual conditions on recently 
bombed cities in Europe inspired 
the bill, the Japanese agency said, 
adding: 

“Putting aside matters of the 
extent of smal] fires, there was 
doubt as to whether big, wide- 
spread fires could be coped with 
as expected, and so this measure 
was formulated.” 

The dispatch said that “labor 
mobilization, the cleaning up of 
devastated areas and the disposal 
of corpses may be thought of as 
other matters provided for” in the 
bill, 

Another indication of increasing 
Japanese nervousness is resumption 
of Japanese air activity in the 
Aleutians area. A dispatch by 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Norman Bell said two Japanese 
craft, presumably on _ reconnais- 
sance, had been encountered and 
driven off during the past week 
near Attu. These air contacts fol- 
lowed the Oct. 13 bombing of Attu 
in which high flying bombers in- 
flicted no damage. -

POLES SAY NAZIS WIPED OUT 
JEWISH POPULATION OF LWOW 


Ghetto of 35,000 Reported De- 
stroyed, 4000 Sent to Camp, 
Rest Gassed. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP).—The 
| Polish Telegraph Agency reported 
| today that the Jewish population 
of Lwow, one of Poland’s largest 
cities, had been annihilated by the 
Germans. 

The agency said the ghetto had 
been destroyed and that fleeing 
Jews were killed in the streets. 
The remaining Jews, except for 
4000 who were sent to the Janow 
concentration camp, were put to 
death in gas chambers, the agency 
asserted. An underground Polish 
paper, the agency said, estimated 
there were 35,000 Jews in Lwow at 
the beginning of this year. 

The agency also said that the 
Germans have burned the town of 
Myliuny in Lithuanian, shooting 
all the male inhabitants. 

The agency said its report had 
come from a broadcast by the 
Polish underground radio station 
SWIT.

RUSSELL ASSERTS 
U9. IS NEGLECTING 
INTERESTS ABROAD 


Senator Says Civil Agen- 
cies Are Working at 
Cross Purposes — ‘En- 


vies’ British Methods. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
one of five Senators who visited 
world battlefronts, said today that 
American postwar interests are be- 
ing neglected by civil agencies 
working at cross purposes abroad 
and lacking an over-all foreign 
policy. 

Expressing “envy” at the ef- 
ficient manner in which the Brit- 
ish look after their military, diplo- 
matic and commercial interests, 
Russell told the Senate there 
would be “inevitable conflict and 
confusion after the war” if the 
United States attempts to “rely 
upon even so splendid an ally as 
the United Kingdom to protect all 
of our interests.” 

Repeating a speech he made Oct. 
7 in a closed session of the Sen- 
ate, Russell criticised the failure of 
this country to obtain full credit 
abroad—particularly in Turkey and 
Russia — for its lend-lease ship- 
ments. 

He said that many of our Allies 
and some of our late enemies have 
too high expectations of the 
amount of relief and rehabilitation 
the United States will be able to 
supply. This, he said, is “unfor- 
tunate.” 

He asserted that American civil 
agencies abroad are numerous 
“but too often they are either 
working at cross purposes, orZ 
worse to relate, in some cases they? 
have no apparent purpose.” 2 

“Our postwar interests are being 
neglected and we stand to get very 
little or no return from our im- 
mense expenditures,” he continued. 

Reports emanating from closed 
sessions of the Senate Oct. 7 and 
8 indicated that criticisms had 
been aimed by some members at 
failure of American diplomatic 
and commercial activities abroad 
to keep pace with those of the 
British. These caused repercus- 
sions in the British press and a 
statement by Prime Minister 
Churchill in Commons that he 
would not take notice of them un- 
til they were spread on public 
record, 

Praising the fighting abilities of 
the British and the sacrifice of 
British civilians, Russell told his 
colleagues he had come home “with 
a healthy respect, bordering on 
envy, for the efficiency of the Brit- 
ish in administration and the han- 
dling of their relations with other 
nations and in their own vast do- 
main.” %* 

He said that In places our repre- 
sentation abroad was “apparently 
weak.” He proposed that all ci- 
villan agencies operating outside 
of the United States be co-ordinate 
ed “in the hands of some two-fist- 
ed American who has an under- 
standing of American jnterests in. 
all international matters.”

One of the largest audiences 
ever assembled in the Convention 
Hall of Kiel Auditorium—a crowd 
of 15,964 which created a traffic 
problem outside the auditorium 
and jammed all available space in- 
side—turned out last night for a 
stirring rally which climaxed the 
St. Louis celebration of Navy day. 


R. Adm. John Downes, com- 
mandant of the Ninth Naval Dis- 
trict, and, Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
were the’ principal] speakers, and 
the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station Band supplied the enter- 
tainment with a rollicking variety 
show. 

A’ feature of the program was 
formal presentation of the Purple 
Heart award to Chief Machinist 
Mate George Tunmer, a student at 
the Naval Training School here. 
Tunmer suffered three_ shell 
wounds in a battle between a pa- 
trol boat and a German submarine 
in the Western Atlantic, and spent 
four and one-half hours in the 
water after the patrol boat was 
sunk. 

Both Admiral Downes and Gov. 
Donnell urged maintenance of a 
strong Navy after the war as a 
safeguard for peace and security. 

“It has been an unfortunate 
historical truth that in America, 
after each war, there has been a 
sharp reduction in the strength of 
our Navy,” Admiral Downes de- 
clared. “The Navy lapsed into 
nothing at all after its first-born 
vigor of the Revolutionary War. 
Twenty years later, in our war 
with France, we attempted to re- 
build the Navy, and then we for- 
got it when that trouble was fin- 
ished. In 1812, we had to start 
anew on the same‘ problem, and 
so it has gone from’ war to war. 
-“But the greatest fiasco oc- 
curred at the Limitation Treaty 
Confernence of 1922 when the great 
powers decided to disarm. With- 
out going into the merits of that 
conference, and the validity of the 
intentions of those who signed it, 
let me say that it was the Ameri- 
can point of view that, whereas 
we actually scrapped 750,000 tons 
of existing or semi-built ships, 
some of the other’ signatories 
scrapped barnacled old hulls or 
ships that sailed only on blue- 
prints.” 

Adm. Downes praised Missouri 
as “a Navy State,” pointing out 
that this was the first state to 
meet its quota for Navy relief a 
years ago, and citing St. Louis’ 
outstanding record in Navy re- 
cruiting. 

Gov. Donnell likewise stressed 
the need for maintaining a strong 
Nav, in time of peace, declaring, 
“May Congress, in the years after 
the resumption of peace, not over- 
look the vital importance of such 
continued and uninterrupted sup- 
port of the Navy as shall be suf- 
ficient to preserve it as a power- 
ful instrument of both defense and 
attack.”

USED IN COURT HERE 


St. Louis Officers Wire to Nas- 


sau of 3 Cases Where Latent 
Prints Were Evidence. 


St. Louis police today supplied 
the Attorney General of the Ba- 
hamas ‘with information which 
may play an important part in 
prosecution of Alfred de Marigny 
for the murder of Sir Harry Oakes.

JAPANESE LOSE 377 


PLANES IN 13.DAYS 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
28 (AP).—Rabaul, a keystone in 
the wall of island outposts manned 
by the Japanese in defense of the 
Philippines, is staggering under 
aerial knockout blows which al- 
ready have destroyed or damaged 
525 planes in 13 days. 

In five raids there between Oct. 
12 and 25, the enemy’s network of 
airfields has been churned by 
more than 500 tons of bombs; the 
hundreds of attacking American 
bombers and fighters have shot 
down or damaged 175 of the 250 
planes the Japanese managed to 
get into the air; and Rabaul’s re- 

uted antiaircraft defenses have 

een unable to halt the devasta- 
tion. ; 

This destruction of 377 enemy 
planes and probable damaging or 
destruction of 148 others at the 
very heart of Japanese air might 
in the Southwest Pacific has cost 
Gen. MacArthur only 13 planes and 
some of their crews were saved, 

One Liberator Lost. 

Only one Liberator was lost on 
the latest raid announced by head- 
quarters today and six of its crew 
were rescued, an achievement even 
more amazing in the light of the 
fact that the Liberators had to do 
practically all the fighting as well 
as bombing because bad weather 
forced most of the escorting Light- 
ning fighters to turn back. 

This fifth raid occurred Monday, 
marking the third straight day of 
assaults to smash the enemy’s 
New Britain stronghold.

Semi-Dimming Requested in 
Coastal Areas to Save 
Critical Resources. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
Lights will be turned up again on 
Nov. 1 along the coasts as the 
Army and Navy mark down a vic- 
tory over the prowling enemy sub- 
marine. 

In a joint announcement the 
War and Navy Departments, the 
War Production Board and the 
Office of Civilian Defense urged 
that the dim-out be succeeded by 
a “brown-out”—a semi-dimming to 
conserve critical resources used in 
generating electric power. 

The lights were lowered origin- 
ally because the glow from cities 
on the Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf 
Coasts silhouetted ships and set up 
targets for night-ranging subma- 


against enemy submarines had 
made the dim-out unnecessary. 


Recently the civilian volunteer 
airplane spotters “were freed of 
their duties when the Army signi- 
fied its ability to watch over the 
airways. The move made thou- 
sands of men and women through- 
out the country available to other 
part-time or full-time work. 


The urging of a _ voluntary 
“brown-out” which would save elec- 
tricity, coal, oil, gas and other re- 
sources, carried with it the warn- 
ing that unless the public co-op- 
erates, mandatory regulation of 
night lighting will be necessary. 


The announcement also noted 
that despite the end of the dim-out, 
all communities must remain in 
readiness to restrict lighting or 
even go into total blackouts if the 
submarine menace again becomes 
serious, 


The joint order ends all restric- 
tions on all types of lighting on 
the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific 
coasts. The WPB said this in- 
cludes advertising signs, board- 
walk lights, automobile headlights 
and any other kind of lighting, 


The proposed “brownout” is 
purely voluntary, WPB said.

jor airport was discussed. 


Consensus on Site Choice. 


As told in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, the consensus was that the 
choice lay between the Columbia 
Bottoms site, at the confluence of 
the Mississippi and Missouri rivers, 
and the Tesson Ferry tract, south 
of Lindbergh boulevard near Tes- 
son Ferry road in southern St. 
Louis County. 


Charles H. Ellaby, president of 
the Board of Public Service, has 
said that a site of 3500 acres, pro- 
viding ample room for expansion, 
could be bought at Columbia Bot- 
toms for about $1,000,000 at a rate 
of $250 to $300 an acre. He esti- 
mated that complete development 
of an airport with six tandem 5000- 
foot runways, providing effective 
11,000-foot runways when needed, 
would cost about $9,100,000 more. 

Horner & Shifrin, engineering 
consultants for the Municipal Air- 
port Commission and the County 
Court of St. Louis County, includ- 
ed no estimate of land cost in 
their Columbia Bottoms report. 
Their plan called for complete de- 
velopment after land had been ac- 
quired, with eight 7000-foot run- 
ways, at a cost of $10,563,810. 

The Ellaby estimate contem- 
plated a hydraulic fill with an 
average depth of 14 feet on that 
part of 920 acres used for run- 
ways. This would place them 
more than five feet above the 
highest known flood stage. He 
contended the cost of a hydraulic 
fill would be not much more than 
one-fourth of that for dry grading. 

The Horner & Shifrin plan was 
based on leyee protection for the 
site and would require use of 1815 
acres for the airport layout. A fill 
for the site was suggested some 
time after Horner & Shifrin, di- 
rected to base their plan on levee 
protection, had completed their 
study. An analysis of soil avail- 
able for filling has shown it to 
contain proper cohesive qualities 
for stability. 


Site Comparisons. 


There has been no direct profes- 
sional comparative study of the 
Columbia Bottoms and Tesson 
Ferry locations. 

Ellaby has estimated that 1500 
acres at the Tesson Ferry site 
would cost $1,000,000 and that de- 
velopment expense would exceed 
that for Columbia Bottoms by at 
least $1,500,000. This was due, he 
said, largely to the rugged terrain, 
varying in elevation as much as 
100 feet and necessitating a large 
amount of grading and packing of 
earth fills in addition to blasting 
of rock. Some of the property also 
has been highly improved. 

Maximum runway length, with- 
out relocating some three miles 
of Lindbergh boulevard or extend- 
ing the proposed tract into even 
rougher land southward, would be 
7000 feet. 

A comprehensive survey of the 
Tesson Ferry tract now is being 
made by consulting engineers for 
the airlines, whose spokesmen have 
said they preferred it to Columbia 
Bottoms. 

Engineers are in agreement that 
the plan for building the Colum- 
bia Bottoms site on fills is entirely 
sound and point to such procedure 
at the model Washington National 
Airport, New York's LaGuardia 
Field and Idlewild Airport, now 
under construction as a super-air- 
port at New York. To the sugges- 
tion that this might interfere with 
flood control work on the Missouri 
and Mississippi rivers, Ellaby said 
he has obtained assurances from 
Army engineers that they had no 
objection. 

J. Gates Williams, chairman of 
the Air Board of the Chamber of 
Commerce, has laid great emphasis 
on the restricted size of the Tes- 
son Ferry tract in comparison with 
the broad acres of Columbia Bot- 
toms. 

The St. Louis County Planning 
Commission, headed by Conrad L. 
Loesch, has zoned Columbia Bot- 
toms, now farmland, for an air- 
port site but has designated the 
Tesson Ferry area for residential 
development. There now are 
numerous residences on the site. 
A change in the county’s develop- 
ment plan would be necessary be- 
fore the Tesson Ferry site could 
be used for airport and some op- 
position has developed. _

Fog as Site Factor. 


Dr. Lewis F. Thomas, professor 
in charge of meteorology at Wash- 
ington University, called in as a 
consultant by Horner & Shifrin, 
found that Columbia Bottoms was 
least preferred from the stand- 
point of fog among four proposed 
airport sites he was asked to 
study. They did not include Tes- 
son Ferry, for which no fog data 
is available. ; 

Summarizing, the Horner & Shif- 
rin report said: 

“The fog factor has become less 
important in airport planning than 


the technique of air transport has 
developed to a point where it need 
not be given primary consideration. 
This conclusion is borne out by the 
fact that three recent major air- 
ports—LaGuardia Field, Baltimore 
and Washington National—are lo- 
cated in areas having the worst fog 
characteristics of their respective 
vicinities. The new Idlewild port 
being developed for New York City 
is on or in Jamaica Bay, where 
fog occurrence is common.” 
Airline representatives, however, 
have referred to the expected less- 
er frequency and duration of fog 
in an upland area'as one reason 
for their interest in the Tesson 
Ferry location. 


Wind coverage at both sites is 
satisfactory. 


Another consideration of the air- 
lines is accessibility of airports. At 
present, this would seem to favor 
Tesson Ferry slightly, since it is. 
nearer the downtown section than 
Columbia Bottoms. However, this 
advantage in terms of time re- 
quired for travel would be reduced 
somewhat by post-war construction 
of elevated and depressed high- 
ways proposed by the St. Louis 
Regional Planning Commission. 
These superhighways would mate- 
rially reduce the travel] time from 
the downtown section to both 
sites. ' 


The Horner & Shifrin report 
stated that on existing highways it 
required 35 minuteg to travel the 
15.4 miles from Twelfth boulevard 
and Olive street to the. Columbia 
Bottoms site and that proposed ex- 
press highways would reduce the 
distance to 14.9 miles and the time 
required to 26.3 minutes. 


The Tesson Ferry site was not 
covered by thig report but esti- 
mates indicate it would require 
about 28 minutes to reach it on 
existing highways and about 19 
minutes by proposed express high- 
way. 

Both proposed sites meet re- 
quirements of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration and the St. 
Louis County Planning Commis- 
sion as to distance from existing 
major airports. T: . CAA does not 
permit major fields closer than six 
miles from center to center to pre- 
vent air traffic conrestion and 
consequent danger.

Molotov are making diplomatic 
history. 

Let’s start at the Gothic front 

door, whith is flanked by flags 
representing the three countries.

’ After walking through a smal) 
foyer, you enter oak-panelled 
rooms where three uniformed Mos- 
covites receive your hats and 
coats.

The main conference room is a 
thing of white and gold beauty, In 
the center is a tabld—as large as 
the great round table outside 
President Roosevelt's office in the 
White House. 
The Soviets have abandoned the 
traditional pool-table green cloth 
for the conference table and this 
one is. covered in a soft cream 
color. In the center of the table 
are. Russian, American and Brit- 
ish flags on a small stand, each 
pointing to the seat of the princi- 
pal delegate. . 
Molotov’s place is at the western 
side of the table—facing the door. 
To his right is Hull, to his left 
Eden, At each delegate’s right is 
a small wooden table where an 
official translator sits. Before 
each delegate’s place there is a pad 
of white unruled paper and three 
pencils. 
Formerly a Ballroom. 

‘When the rich textile manufac- 
turer named Morozov built the 
house 49 years ago, this conference 
room was used as a ballroom. 

The conference room is hung 
with flowing white curtains with a 
bright gold-threaded design. The 
gold and white design also is car- 
ried out in the room’s chairs, The 
chairs have golden bees against a 
heavy satin plush background. The 
white. motif of the table is carried 
out even to the ash trays. 

In the centerpiece of the wall 
decoration is a picture of the sign- 
ing of the British-Russian treaty 
of May 26, 1942.

Off to the left of the reception 
foyer there is a wide spacious 
passage and at the far end is the 
refreshment room.

8th Air Force's 
Losses Average 
Less Than 5 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP). 
HE average equipment loss by 
T the United States Eighth Air 
Force since it began operations 
from bases in Britain July 4, 1942, 
nhas been less than 5 per cent, Sec- 
retary of War Stimson said at his 
press conference today. 

The same average holds true for 
the Royal Air Force, Stimson 
added noting that the calculation 
includes all types of aircraft. 

The Secretary brought up the 
subject in connection with the at- 
tack on Schweinfurt on Oct. 14 
when 60 Flying Fortresses were 
shot down, stating the question 
had arisen whether the Eighth 
Air Force could stand such losses. 

It must be remembered, Stimson 
said, that such high losses on 
single missions are counter-bal- 
anced by very light losses in other 
attacks—"“for instance, a few days 

o 501 American planes attacked 
air fields in Northern Fran’- and 
suffered no losses.” 

“Occasionally there is a high 
proportion of losses on individual 
attacks,” he said, “but the over-all 
losses of British and American 
planes operating over the conti- 
nent have averaged less than 5 
per cent.” 

Stimson said also that the pre- 
liminary estimate of approximately 
100 enemy fighters shot down by 
the Flying Fortresses on _ the 
Schweinfurt attack had _ been 
raised by the final report, after 
careful checking and analysis, to 
186 enemy planes destroyed and 27 
others probably shot down.

A few days ago Pravda devoted 
all but one of its four pages to 
comment and reproduction of a set 
of photographs recently found in 
the pocket of a dead German in 
the Smolensk area. 


The photographs depicted the 
atage by stage hanging on Nov. 
29, 1941, of Zoya Kosmodemyan- 
skaya, 18-year-old high school girl, 
who now is Russia’s outstanding 
war hero, far greater than any 
general who has won victories in 
the field of battle. 

A more gruesome set of photo- 
graphs this writer has never seen, 
not even in Russia. In the text 
accompanying them are these 
words: “Nobody but Germans 
could have taken such pictures. ,.., 
They are symbols of Germany’s 
everlasting disgrace.” 


All the more instructive are 
these words, because they are 
printed so prominently in Pravda, 
leading spokesman of Russia’s 
Communist party. 


German Trick Fails. 


When I left New York for Rus- 
sia, a leading American writer re- 
quested a check on the report that 
the Russians had softened their 
language of hate against the Ger- 
mans, The request perhaps was 
prompted by reports seeping out 
of the Balkans by a diligently fos- 
tered German whispering cam- 
paign that the Germans were re- 
treating in Russia, not because of 
the superior might of the Red 
Army, but because of agreements 
between the German and Russian 
general staffs. 

Nothing, of course,+{is further 
from the truth, as the sanguinary 
fighting on the Dnieper. front so 
abundantly testifies. Most emphat- 
ically the attitude of the Russians 
toward Germany today is quite 
unchanged since last year. 

If anything, the language in 
which their emotions and ideas are 


expressed is more flagrant in its 
bitterness, particularly because mil- 
lions of Germans on the home 
fronts are still staunchly support- 
ing the war, upholding the Nazi 
regime. 


Of Fuehrer Adolf Hitler the 
Russians speak and write as “su- 
per-cannibal”; of Reich Marshal 
Herman Wilhelm Goering as the 
“super-blooddrinker”; of Heinrich 
Himmler, “super-executioner”’; of 
Propaganda Chief Paul Josef Goeb- 
bels as “super-liar, super-bandit.” 


Of the German generals, officers 
and soldiers, who are laying waste 
Russian cities and villages which 
they are forced to abandon and 
who now more than ever are en- 
gaging in the systematic annihila- 
tion of masses of Russian civilians, 
they speak of “super-monsters.” 


Vassily Grossman, one of Rus- 
sia’s leading publicists, in a long 
story of devastation in the 
Ukraine, writes: “The Germans 
have murdered Chernigov—not one 
living home is left there... . Every 
general, every officer and every 
soldier of the Red Army who has 
seen the Ukraine swept by fire and 
blood ... understands with ali his 
heart and all his soul the two holi- 
est words on earth, love and ven- 
geance”—love of country and 
vengeance on the enemy. 

The increasing number of books 
rolling off the Russian press, of 
which one Russian reviewer speaks 
of books “crying for vengeance,” 
are a collection of excerpts from 
writings of Russian men of letters 
for over 100 years emphasizing 
their loathing of German narrow- 
mindedness, German greed and 
German cruelty.

Changes in Reich

LONDON, Oct. 28 (AP) 

REUTERS dispatch datelined 

“inside Europe,” said today 

that it was learned from an 
authentic source that “far reach- 
ing changes may be expected in- 
side Germany within the next 
fortnight and they will affect the 
entire war situation.” 

The dispatch, credited to a spe- 
cial correspondent whose name was 
not given, said “The worst is 
feared officially regarding the Rus- 
Sian offensive where the position 
for the Germans is becoming more 
desperate. This has necessitated 
drastic internal emergency meas- 
ures. Important discussions are al- 
ready proceeding in this connec- 
tion, probably in Munich.” 


Nazis Try to Ease Returning Sol- 
diers’ Shock at Damage. 


NEW YORK, Oct: 28 (AP). — 
German officers have been told to 
have a “serious and comforting 
word” with men going on leave 
because “hard shocks await these 
men at home.” 


The Office of War Information 
said last night this was disclosed 
by one of two Nazi high command 
orders obtained by the Allies. One, 
addressed to the officers and dated 
July, 1943, read: 


“They (the soldiers) will see a 
picture of dreadful devastation 
such as they have never known be- 
fore. Perhaps they will find all 
their goods and chattels gone and 
everything destroyed. The families 
at home whom the soldiers must 
now meet have been through hard- 
er times even than many front- 
line soldiers who have withstood 
heavy action.”

A Bold Insurance Grab 


Be it enacted by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, that nothing 
contained in the act of July 2, 1890, as 
amended, known as the Sherman Act, or the 
act of Oct. 15, 1914, as amended, known as 
the Clayton Act, shall be construed to apply 
to the business of insurance or to acts in 
the conduct of that business or in any wise 
to impair the regulation of that business by 
the several states. 


The foregoing is the load of dynamite, inserted 
in one of several bills now pending in Congress, 
which brought the Attorney General of the United 
States before the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee 
yesterday. At the hearing, Mr. Biddle delivered 
a hard-hitting denunciation of the audacious at- 
tempt to tie the hands of the Supreme Court and 
to obtain for the nation’s insurance companies 
immunity from Federal laws applicable. to vir- 
tually every other field of business. 

Mr. Biddle had ready answers for every one 
of the fantastic claims made by the members of 
Congress and the powerful lobby supporting these 
bills. Particularly ag to their contention that 
state regulation of the business is adequate, the 
Attorney General had a case history to recite: 
the story of the notorious “Missouri compromise.” 

This is a sordid story of corruption well known 
to Missourians, but its details may have been 
news to some of the Senators who have now 
heard it. A public official and a political boss 
were bribed by the insurance companies, so that 
they might get their clutches on some eight mil- 
lions of the policyholders’ money. ‘The bribe- 
takers went to prison, for the Federal offense of 
evading income-tax payments, but the bribe- 
givers could not be reached. How’s that for ef- 
fective state regulation? 

When Attorney General McKittrick of Mis- 
souri started ouster proceedings against 134 stock 
fire insurance companies for violation of the 
State anti-trust laws, he found the case too big 
for a State official to handle, and called in Fed- 
eral help. Later came the indictment of 198 com- 
panies, in Federal Court at Atlanta, for illegal 
rate-fixing, and it developed that 116 of these con- 
cerns were also involved in the bribe-bought Mis- 
souri settlement. If all that isn’t an indication 
of interstate operations, then what is it? 

The case against the 198 companies was dis- 
missed, and the Government has just obtained 
a review by the Supreme Court. Insurance inter- 
ests don’t want a review. They don’t want their 
contentions tested in the highest court. If these 
bills are passed, then the Supreme Court will be 
forbidden, by fiat of Congress, to examine the 
case. The insurance companies will have a Go 
sign for monopoly, rate-fixing, restraint of trade, 
and nobody can do anything about it, unless an- 
other state’s Attorney General wants to butt his 
head against a stone wall. 

This is not the whole story, however. As Mr. 
Biddle pointed out, if the insurance companies 
succeed in their scheme to “oust the Supreme 


Court” from jurisdiction, then other interests - 


that encounter the anti-trust laws in their opera- 
tions will also rush to Congress for immunity. 

‘A powerful campaign is being waged for these 
bills. It is supported by a well-financed lobby, 
and has launched a letter barrage against Con- 
gress. Twenty Governors, presumably impressed 
by’ the fake cry of states’ rights, have issued 
statements backing the proposal. Incidentally, 
the Governor of Missouri is not on the list. 
Though the insurance scandals took place in a 
previous administration, Gov. Donnell is from 
Missouri, and he has been shown. 

And Mr. Biddle’s admirable statement also 
should have shown the Senators what this bare- 
faced insurance bill is about. 
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Those Amazing Russians 

The communiques from Moscow are taking on 
a new significance these days. They are begin- 
ning to tell, not only of the recapture of “popu- 
lated places,” of the regaining of great spaces 
of scorched earth, but of Nazi losses in men and 
equipment. 

There’s no denying that the German retreat 
which started with the Russian counter-attacks 
of last July has been orderly in the main. But 
now Russian break-throughs in the South give 
promise of telling smashes at Hitler’s armies, of 
turning retreat into rout. 

The Russians amazed the military world in 
1941 by refusing to collapse under attacks of the 
“invincible” Nazis. Then, last year, they stood 
at Stalingrad, turned and wiped out the German 
Sixth Army. Today a trap is set on the Southern 
front. If those amazing Russians are able to 
spring it, the war may well reach another turn- 
ing point. 3 
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Dr. Johnson’s Plan at Work 


Like the Arabian Nights fisherman who let the 
genie out of the bottle, or Frankenstein, the med- 
ical student who constructed a celebrated monster 
from dissecting-room scraps, the Rey. Dr. C. Oscar 
Johnson now seems much astonished by his own 
handiwork as a member of the Board of Education. 

It was Dr. Johnson who proposed two weeks 
ago that the board revive its ancient and dis- 
credited policy of secrecy for committee meet- 
ings. His motion carried, and a prize exhibit of 
how secrecy works was on public view Tuesday 
night, when the board met to act on the classifi- 
cation plan and on salary adjustments for low- 
income employes. The session was over in 10 
formal minutes of cut-and-dried voting, for every- 
thing had been settled in advance at secret com- 
mittee meetings. A crowd of spectators, many of 
them employes affected by the salary plan, heard 
no discussion, and found out precious little about 
the matters decided by the board. 

Dr. Johnson commented on their puzzlement, to 
the effect that he believed some board member 
“should have got up during the meeting and ex- 
plained the wage plan in detail to those who had 
come to hear about it.” He was tempted to say 
something about it himself, he added. 

The public reaction ‘he encountered may have 
surprised Dr. Johnson, but it is just what could 
have been expected. If the public’s business is 
transacted behind closed doors, the public is nat- 
urally going to wonder as to what goes on. And 
the public is not going to be satisfied until the 
secrecy rule is revoked. 

When Dr. Johnson was elected to the board last 
April as a member of the Citizens’ Committee 
ticket, which was indorsed by a long list of out- 
stahding citizens, one plank in the platform on 


which he ran was: “To make more adequate 
provision for the teaching and practice of the 
principles of American democracy in our schools.” 

Since he has now seen at first-hand how un- 
democratic the secrecy rule is, it would be highly 
fitting for Dr. Johnson to move at the next board 
——— that it be repealed. 
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WLB Yields to the Miners 


By yesterday’s decision, the WLB granted the 
UMW in substance all it had demanded: namely, 
the terms of the Illinois contract, It denied the 
miners only one thing: a public admission that 
it was capitulating. 

The board agreed to portal-to-portal pay, and 
by a fixed-sum method of payment. It, did so 
though Chairman William H. Davis, speaking for 
the board, had said on June 18 that the flat-sum 
method “would not correct that inequality which 
comes from varying times of travel by different 
mine workers” and, therefore, “would not be in 
fact payment to the mine workers for portal-to- 
portal,” but would be “merely a general wage in- 
crease.” It did so though Chairman Davis in the 
June statement said equitable portal-to-portal 
payment was possible, but “would be a radical 
change in the bituminous coal industry,” and “it 
would probably take many months of honest col- 
lective bargaining to develop any such method 
for the coal mines that would not bring about an 
intolerable economic condition for many of the 
mines and unacceptable conditions for many of 
the mine workers,” 

The matter seems, from yesterday’s anything 
but lucid statement, to boil down to the following: 

UMW’s Illinois formula called for wages to 
be increased from the existing $7 a day to $8.50 
a day for seven and three-quarters working hours 
and three-quarters of an hour travel. , 


WLB agreed to $8.12% for the same amount of : 


working and travel ‘time daily, or 87% cents a 
day less than the miners demanded. 

Addressing himself to this 37%-cent difference, 
Chairman Davis gave a rather plain hint that it 
might be more apparent than real. He was con- 


_vinced, he said, that operators would be inspired 


to reduce travel time once they began to have to 
pay for it, and he said that under the complicated 
sliding scale of the wage schedule, a reduction 
of 15 minutes in travel time would give the 
miners “the full amount of the proposed Illinois 
agreement.” 

In other words, the UMW has received the de- 
cidedly long end of a compromise, which is only a 
technicality’s-length away from its demand in 
the entirety. The WLB has all but broken its 
backbone leaning over backward to be fair. If 
the miners strike for more when they have al- 
ready got the whole hog, they can be striking for 
only one purpose: to destroy the board which 
has, if anything, gone too far in open-mindedness 
to their demands, 
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A Fine Program for Veterans 


President Roosevelt has put his finger upon 
what may prove to be one of the indispensable 
items in a program of veteran rehabilitation. He 
recommended to Congress yesterday a billion- 
dollar postwar educational program for men and 
women now in the armed services. 

These men and women will come back to a 
changed and changing world. Many of them will 
find, perhaps, that they require training in a new 
field, or additional training in their accustomed 
field. This may be due to drastic changes in the 
market for various kinds of skills and profes- 
sions; it may be due to injuries which the vet- 
eran has suffered in the war; it may be due to 
the fact that the selective service is interrrupting 
the education of many youngsters before they 
have had a chance to learn how to make a living. 

The terms of the measure should be most thor- 
oughly discussed, for the preject is enormous, in- 
volving heavy problems in both legislation and 
administration. That a vast program of educa- 
tion and re-education is no more than our duty 
to the returning men and women of the armed 
services is evident. The President is giving wise 
and courageous leadership to this whole subject, 
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Looking to the Skyways 


From St. Louis, imaginary lines radiate toward 
all points of the compass. These are the high- 
ways of tomorrow’s air traffic. 

Wherever a line is drawn, to the north or south, 
east or west, or in between, it touches ports of 
commerce holding high possibilities for trade that 
will travel the skyways. 

From the combination of strategic location and 
the certainty that air traffic will expand in vol- 
ume and range arises the opportunity for St, 
Louis to take a top place in national and inter- 
national trade after the war. 

This is why Canfield Cook, analyst of aeronau- 
tical development and author, said in St. Louis 
this week that at least three airports will be 
needed to accommodate the air-borne passenger 
and freight traffic which should center here 
under the postwar stimulation of aviation. He 
thought St. Louis should be the most important 
air center in this part of the United States and 
one of the greatest in the world. 

The questions of where to place one or more 
new airports, and how to develop these and other 
aviation facilities,.are among the most important 
confronting the city. In the second article of an 
informative series, the Post-Dispatch today pre- 
sents illuminating facts about the much-discussed 
Columbia Bottoms and Tesson Ferry areas as 
possible airport sites.

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Theawhacks of a Federal Sales Tax

The experience of Congress in trying to 
write a sales tax law shows how hard it is 
to raise additional money these days. 


Few members liked the Treasury’s pro- 
posal to hit income-tax payers with a 
heavier tax bludgeon. So they eyed the 
sales tax. Here was what looked like a 
source of six billions in new revenue. A 
fortnight ago, most members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee wanted to tap 
this well. Now the sales tax has among 
members of the committee scarcely a hand- 
ful of outspoken supporters, 


Here is what happened: 


When it came to writing a sales tax, the 
money well dried up like a brook in a 
drouth. The first objection was that a sales 
tax would hit small earners hard, so they 
would need relief from other taxes. Repeal 
of the Victory tax was suggested. This 
would mean loss of three billions in current 
revenue. 


Then it was proposed to raise income- 
tax exemptions. This would mean the loss 
of two billions more. Next came complaint 
that 10 per cent was too high, and a 5 per 
cent levy was advocated. But this wouldn't 
make up for the loss from other tax 
sources. 


Would Raise War Cost 


Hasty calculation showed that, even at 
10 per cent, only a billion dollars of addi- 
tional money could be promised. This was 
pared further by arguments that not all 
things should be taxed, that some items 
should be sold tax-free, 

Production costs added complications. If 
applied to everything purchased at retail, 
the sales tax would raise the Government’s 
direct war costs; it would increase the 
prices of things farmers needed to till their 
soil; it would apply to supplies that busi- 
ness and industry must buy to keep operat- 
ing. 


The proposal was made to exempt sales 
of seed, feed, fertilizer and farm machin- 
ery; sales to Federal, state and local gov- 
ernments; retail sales made to business and 
industry. Also it was suggested that food 
should not be taxed, which would mean an- 
other 20 billions in retail sales that would 
escape the tax, 


With all these exemptions, the Treasury 
figured that a retail sales tax, even at 10 
per cent, would bring in only two billions, 
plus widespread complaint. 


Many Exemptions Proposed 


Retailers and tax collectors then entered 
the picture. They didn’t like exemptions, 
and produced impressive evidence to show 
that these would make the tax more diffi- 
cult to collect. 


In New York City, for instance, food is 
exempt from the sales tax. But retailers 
forever are wondering what is food and 


‘what is not food. Ice cream is not: taxed, 


but an ice-cream soda is. A chocolate bar 
is not defined as a food and'is taxed, but 
an ice cream confection has been held in 
court to be tax-exempt. 


Tax experts then pointed to difficulties 
in distinguishing between items bought for 
business and items bought for personal use. 
A grocer who bought a lamp bulb, for in- 
stance, would pay a tax if he used it in his 
home, but wouldn’t pay a tax if he used

it in his store. The same tie-up would arise 
over typewriters, desks and chairs, station- 
ery and other supplies. 


Costs of collection also raised questions. 
Retailers would have to be relied upon to 
remit the taxes they collected from cus- 
tomers. But retailers now are burdened 
with extra bookkeeping expenses in connec- 
tion with ration points, price ceilings and 
other wartime regulations. They didn’t 
relish the prospect of keeping sales-tax 
books, too, without compensation. — 


Protests by Labor Unions 


Then Congressmen learned that eight 
states levying sales taxes compensate re- 
tailers for their services. They get allow- 
ances ranging from 2 per cent of collections 
in Arkansas and Louisiana to 5 per cent 
in Colorado. It was suggested that the 
Government make similar allowances, 
which would further lower the tax yield. 


Treasury officials added their bit by 
pointing out that sales tax collections by 
retailers would have to be checked and 
double-checked. This would mean an army 
of inspectors and auditors in the field and 
in Washington. And officials wondered 
where these workers would come from in a 
time of severe labor shortages. 


Finally, unions lodged a protest. Labor 
leaders were quick to point out that a tax 
on retail sales would mean an immediate 
rise in prices. A 10 per cent rate would 
mean $5.50 for a $5 pair of shoes, 11 cents 
for a 10-cent head of lettuce, $55 for a $50 
suit of clothes, Government statistics re- 
vealed that almost four-fifths of the “take” 
from the sales tax would come from fam- 
ilies with incomes of less than $5000 a year. 


Congressmen were told bluntly that en- 
actment of a sales-tax law would be fol- 
lowed immediately by demands for higher 
‘wages to compensate for the increase in 
living costs. The Treasury presented esti- 
mates to show that this increase would 
amount to about 7 per cent under a 10 per 
cent sales tax. Thus the administration's 
attempt to hold down wages and prices 
might be threatened. 


The fact that these protests were com- 
ing prior to an election year was not lost, 


What States Have Done 


Experience with state sales taxes gave 
little comfort. These were enacted by 31 
atates between 1929 and 19387. Since then, 
no new state sales tax has been adopted. 
Meanwhile, eight states repealed sales taxes 
or allowed the laws to expire. 


State sales taxes, furthermore, are mild. 
Of the 23 states that now have this tax, 
four impose a 3 per cent rate; 16 have a 2 
per cent levy; California has a 2% per cent 
rate; Louisiana, 1 per cent; Indiana, % of 
1 per cent. In addition, New York City 
levies a 1 per cent city tax and New Or- 
leans a 2 per cent tax. 


These factors explain why the sales tax 
proposal skyrocketed and plummeted in 
congressional circles within two weeks.

‘Wilbur Cross, Good Governor, 


Below Par as A utobiographer 


“Connecticut Yankee: An Autobiography,” by Wilber 

Cross. (Yale University Press, New Haven, Coun.) 
_ This reviewer came to the reading of Dr. 
Cross’ autobiography with high anticipa- 
tion. Wilbur L, Cross is a man of justified 
distinction—long a productive professor of 
English literature in the Sheffield Scien- 
tific School of Yale University, dean of the 
Graduate School, for many years editor of 
the Yale Review, four times Governor of 
Connecticut. Now, at the age of 81, he has 
written an account of what has assuredly . 
been a busy and profitable life. Unfortu- 
nately, I must confess that I was badly 
disappointed. 

As the writer looks back upon his early 
days in a simple society in Connecticut and 
then recalls the satisfaction of his long 
years at Yale, the rosy spectacles of retro- 
spection have eliminated the shadows and 
the highlights, and everything seems. of 
equal importance. 

* 


Mr. Cross has ransacked his memory for 
anecdotes of his early days, but those he - 
has unearthed are too frequently not worth 
the search. They have, presumably, re 
mained with him because of some itmpor- 
tance of association, but he is unable to 
make that always understandable to his 
reader. Furthermore, everyone at Yale 
when he came there as a young instructor 
in 1894 was, in his memory, a superman. 
But that fact does not assure that every- 
thing they said or did will sparkle from a 
modern page. 

The second half of the book, dealing with 
Gov. Crags’ four administrations in Connec- 
ticut, is very much more interesting. Yet 
even here, it is easy for a reader to be 
wearied by too detailed an account of the 
political devices of his Republican oppo- 
nents and the Democratic Old Guard, who 
believed that he was a menace to the pre- 
rogatives of professional politicians. 

That Cross was a first-class Governor is 
beyond question. He was progressive, far- 
sighted and apparently capable of playing 
the game of politics with the best of his 
opponents. Connecticut can long be thank- 
ful that such a man was from 1930 to 1939 
its chief executive. Yet even in this half 
of the book, the most interesting chapter 
is that detailing the damage done by the 
great hurricane of 1938. 

* = « 

This book will be interesting to two 
groups of people—Yale men of the first 
part of the century and the citizens of Con- 
necticut of the last decade. As an autobi- 
ography, I cannot avoid feeling that it is 
a failure. Mr. Cross has an unflagging in- 
ability to vivify the characters he speaks 
of, even himself. A successful autobiogra- 
phy should picture a man as he is and as 
he lives in himself. 

Aside from an increased knowledge of 
the facts of Prof. Cross’ life, this reviewer 
was left with only this picture of Cross the 
man: he likes an occasional drink; he 
smokes bad cigars; his sense of humor is 
heavy when he expresses it in his pedes- 
trian style of writing, and he is sure he 
was successful in whatever he undertook.

can sources has contemplated an 
eventual world organization, 
emerging from the grand alliance 
of the United Nations within which 
Britain, Russia, China and the 
United States would be the prin- 
cipal guarantors of peace.

particularly famous for his volu- 
minous writing on peasantry. 
Every Moscow newspaper printed | 
a lengthy appreciation of Uspen- 
sky's contribtion to Russian liter- 
ature, understanding of beauty, the 
Russian countryside, the bitter- 
ness of Russian village life, and 
have not failed to quote exten- 
sively the writer's hearty contempt 
for “Fritzes,” “Nichels” and

The existence here of the Ger- 
man Democratic Comimttee of the 
German Officers’ Union, which 
have their own way of seeking to 
waken the German Army and the 
German people to the futility of 
further fighting, the necessity to 
overthrow Hitler and the Nazi 
regime, should not mislead us into 
the belief that Russian hate of the 
German war-makers, millions in 
and out of uniform, who by their 
work in the factories, fields and 
offices, are still staunchly sup- 
porting them, has ceased or can 
cease. 

Yesterday in 13 motion picture 
houses over 100,000 Moscovites saw 
the opening of a new film, “The 
Battle of the Ukraine.” Hardly a 
ree] of the film was run off with- 
out outcries of protests and hate 
against the German Army and its 
immeasurable inhumanities against 
Russian civilians. 

Officially and unofficially, Rus- 
sian leaders have put on record 
that they have no intention of ex- 
terminating the German people, no 
matter how overwhilmingly their 
victories over the German Armies. 

However deep the Russian pas- 
sion for vengeance, no one here 
has ever suggested, directly or in- 
directly, that the vengeance take 
the form of mass murder of the 
Germans, which the Germans now 
daily are visiting on the Russian 
civilians. 

Neither is there the least dis- 
position here to forget or forgive 
anyone who has participated in 
pogroms against any Russian citi- 
zen, whatever his nationality, dur- 
ing the German occupation of any 
Russian territory. 

Sergeant Karl Bauerlein, who 
attended the hanging of Zoya Kos- 
modemyanskaya, has been appre- 
hended and shot. So has the Ger- 
man Lieutenant who made the 
camera record of the execution. 
The search is now for others, par- 
ticularly Col. Rudder, who led in 
questioning the captured Russian 
high school girl. 

The thousands of letters the 
Russians have gathered from Ger- 
man dead, as well as thousands of 
stories investigators are now col- 
lecting in the liberated regions, 
supply a roster of the names of 
Germans guilty of abusing. and 
murdering the civilian population. 

Americans and Britishers par- 
ticipating in the conference have 
abundant evidence that the Rus- 
jans are as determined as they 
and the peoples they represent to 
keep the Germans from ever again 
“plunging their fangs,” as an 


VATICAN PREPARES 
FOR APPROACH OF 
WAR TO ROME AREA 


Pope Said to Have Asked All 
Belligerents to Spare 
City. 


MADRID, Oct. 28 (AP).—Vati- 
can City is making elaborate prep- 
arations for any eventuality when 
the Allied forces draw near and 
the Germans begin to evacuate 
Rome, Spanish press dispatches 
said yesterday. 

Dispatches from Rome said the 
guard at the iron gate of Sant’ 
Anna and the Arch of the Bells 
had been increased, while Swiss 
guards keep the gates open only 
wide enough to\permit the entry 
of one person. Each visitor’s 
credentials are examined carefully 
and he is taken directly to his 
destination, 

The war prisoners’ office of the 
Vafican hag been moved outside 
the limits of Vatican City proper 
as a precaution because of the 
thousands of persons who visit it 
daily seeking news of relatives 
and friends. 

Much attention has been deévot- 
ed by Vatican engineers to the 
supply of water and gas. Large 
——— of water already are 
stored and Vatican authorities are 
studying meang to protect the 
Paola and Marcia water pipelines. 


Pope Pius XII has sent notes to 
all belligerents asking that Rome 
be considered a holy city and 
spared from fighting, according to 
a report printed in the Neue Zuer- 
cher Zeitung of Zurich. In a Rome 
dispatch, the Swiss newspaper said 
the Germans had given assurances 
tending to allay the Vatican’s fears 
for the possible fate of Rome. 

In Lofdon, it was announced 
that posta] service to Vatican City 
had been suspended temporarily. 
No reason was given.

FATHER DRAFT ACTION 
OFF TILL NEXT WEEK 


Senators Too Busy With Post- 
war Policy Affairs for Joint 
Session With House. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
The postwar policy debate in the 
Senate today delayed final congres- 
sional action on the father-draft 
issue, 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Military Com- 
mittee said a scheduled get-to- 
gether of House and Senate con- 
ferees, to adjust differences be- 
tween bills on this question passed 
by the two chambers had been 
postponed until next week. 

“Senate conferees told us they 
were too tied up in the postwar 
debate to hold a conference today,” 
May said. “I wanted to hold one 
last night in order to dispose of 
this matter. 

“No definite date has been set 
for the conference and it looks 
like the Senate will be debating 
the postwar resolution most of next 
week.” 

The conference will attempt to 
mesh these two proposals: 

1.A House measure requiring 
selective service to call single men 
and childless married Men on a 
nationwide instead of local basis 
before drafting prewar fathers, 

2. A Senate bill which provides 
simply for tightening up on occu- 
pational deferments in industry 
and government with a view to 
sending more non-fathers into the 
armed forces. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, who fought- unsuccessfully 
to prevent the induction of any 
fathers »til Jan. 1, called for 
quick action. 

Despite what he termed “ample 
evidence that Congress feels that 
bachelors and childless married 
men should be taken first,” Wheel- 
er said hundreds of fathers are 
being drafted every week. 

He said the House bill, which 
passed that body Tuesday with 
only one dissenting vote, was an 
“Improvement over the Senate 
measure.” 

Both Houses are in substantial 
agreement on provisions for a 
medical commission to investigate 
the desirability of lowering Army 
and Navy physical standards, with 
the idea of making thousands of 
men now classified as 4-F avail- 
able for duty, and directing’ seleo- 
tive service appeal boards in the 
area Of a registrant's employment 
to review occupational deferments 
granted by home boards.

. : Campaign Will Not Close Un- 


til Nov. 6 — Waste Paper 
Also to Be Collected. 


Scrap collections during the cur- 
rent drive for salvage materials 
have increased greatly within the 
past two days, after a slow start 
last week, Clark Johnston, chair- 
man of the OCD Scrap , Metals 
Committee, announced today. It 
hag been decided to continue the 
drive until Nov. 6 rather than end 
it next Saturday, as originally in- 


tended.

collections Have lagged. Acting 
Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey haa agreed to 
allow public school children to 
continue their participation in the 
drive for discarded metals. 

Johnston said that only about 50 
of the 128 scrap banks had been 
filled, but said that several of 
these, which are in the immediate 
vicinity of schools, “have been 
emptied three or four times, which 
indicates that plenty of scrap is 
still lying around in basements and 
garages and remains only to be 
ferreted out.” 

Plans for an intensified drive 
for the collection of waste paper 
in St. Louis, to assist in meeting 
a critical shortage of this essential 
salvage item, were made yester- 
day at a meeting at City Hall 
attended by representatives of the 
War Production Board, Army 
Ordnance Department, the Boy 
Scouts, public schools and civilian 
defense at City Hall. The drive, 
to begin immediately, will be con- 
ducted principally through the 
various Scout troops and public 
school children. 

Civilian Defense Co-ordinator 
Harry D. McBride told the group 
the OCD: block service organiza- 
tion would assist in the drive by 
calling at homes and business 
establishments to explain the pur- 
pose of the campaign and request 
that all waste paper, newspapers 
and magazines be saved and 
turned over to collectors or dealers, 

Waste paper dealers will call at 
homes to collect and purchase 
waste paper, if 150 pounds or more 
have been accumulated.

Force uniform of Wayne Lonergan 
as questioning of the husband of 
the murdered heiress, Patricia 
Burton Lonergan, continued. 

The uniform, which police said 
Lonergan said was stolen from 
him Saturday night by a soldier 
whom he befriended, has been 
called a key clew to the killing. 

Thirteen hours of constant ques- 
tioning ended at dawn for Loner- 
gan who clung firmly to his story 
that he had no part in the killing 
of his 22-year-old wife. . 

As Assistant District Attorney 
Jacob Grumet strode from the in- 
terrogation room at 6:10 a. m, to 
go home for some sleep before re- 
suming the examination of the 26- 
year-old Lonergan, he said Loner- 
gan was “self-possessed” through- 
out the night-long session. 

Former Soldier Heard. 

Shortly after Lonergan, re- 
freshed by a five-hour sleep, said 
he was ready for resumption of 
questioning, former Army private 
walked into the office of Grumet, 
said his name was Maurice Woar- 
cester and that he wanted to clear 
his name. He said he knew nothing 
of Lonergan or any of his friends. 

Grumet said the man had read 
accounts of a “Murray or Maurice 
Worcester” being mentioned by 
Lonergan as the soldier whom he 
befriended and the one who stole 
his uniform. | 

Lonergan and the ex-soldier were 
brought face to face and neither 
showed any sign of recognition. 

Worcester identified himself as 


worker, 44 years old, married and 
father of three children. 


Detectives are checking state- 
ments brought out during the 
questioning at which the young 
flyer was called on to face several 
cafe society friends of the Loner- 
gans who also told what they knew 
of the case. 


No charges have been made 
against Lonergan. Grumet said 
last night that “Lonergan will not 
be charged with murder now. He 
may be charged later.” 


Mrs. Lonergan, heir to a five- 
million-dollar brewery fortune, 
was found beaten and strangled 
to death Sunday night in her rich- 
ly furnished Beekman Hill apart- 
ment.

LEWIS INVESTIGATION 
NOT PUT UP 10 F.0.2 


Early Says White House Has 
No Interest in Mine B In- 
quiry by Grand Jury. 


By a Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Ste- 
phen T. Early, Secretary to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, emphatically de- 
nied today that the Department of 


Justice had asked the President to 
decide whether the department 
should proceed with grand jury 
presentation of charges against 
John L. Lewis, head of the United 
Mine Workers, and Ray Edmund- 
son, Chairman of District 12 of 
the UMW, for alleged violation of 
an old Federal civil rights statute 
in the closing down of Mine B at 
Springfield, Il. 

“I have made all the checks 
possible to make,” Early told the 
Post-Dispatch, “and the case has 
not been referred to the White 
House, as such, if the case does 
exist. The White House has no 


interest in this case, and the re- 


sponsibility rests entirely on the 
Attorney General.” 

Reports were current here yes- 
terday and today that the depart- 
ment has asked for a decision 
from a higher authority whether it 
should proceed against Lewis and 
Emundson. The unofficial expla- 
nation was that the case as 
planned might run into difficulties 
before a Springfield (Ill.) grand 
jury, particularly on the legal 
angles. There was also a question 
it was said, of the expediency of 
Federal criminal charges against 
Lewis during the coal strike crisis. 

Last month, it was unofficially 
reported that the case would go 
before the Springfield grand jury 
early this month, but no proceed- 
ings were started. Early’s state- 
ment that the case had not been 
referred to “the White House, as 
such,” left the possibility that it 
had been brought to the attention 
of one of the President’s unofficial 
advisers. The further statement, 
however, that the President was 
not interested in the case and that 
the responsibility was entirely on 
the Attorney General put the case 
definitely back into the Depart- 
ment of Justice.

SPEAKER DISCUSSES 
POSTWAR USE OF GAS 


Promotional Campaign, New 
Devices Needed, Says R. E. 
Ginns of Rochester. 


The gas industry, if it is to hold 
its own with electricity in pro- 
viding home services after the 
war, must engage in a vigorous 
promotional campaign, develop new 
appliances and conduct intelligent 
studies on costs and prices, R. E. 
Ginna of Rochester, N. Y., told 
members of the American Gas 
Association at Hotel Jefferson to- 
day. 
Ginna, reporting for an associa- 
tion committee on postwar prob- 
lems of the industry; pointed out 
that, “as of December, 1942, the 
electric industry had over 50 per 
cent more customers in the United 
States than gas had.” He added 
that since 1934 consumption of 
electricity has increased an aver- 
age of 60 per cent per customer, 
while the increased use of gas per 
customer has been only 14 per 
cent in the domestic field. , 

“He said the industry must be 
ready to replace obsolete cooking 
equipment with gas ranges of equal 
or greater customer appeal than 
twill be offered by the electric in- 
dustry. 

At a luncheon today, Ernest R. 
Acker, president of the Central 
Hudson Gas & Electric Corpora- 
tion, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., re- 
ceived the Charles A. Munroe 
Award for having made the most 
outstanding recent contribution to- 
ward advancement of the industry. 
Acker was elected president of the 
association yesterday, and becomes 
the first man in its history to be 
elected president and receive the 
Munroe Award the same year. 

The award went to Acker for his 
work as chairman during the past 
year, of the War Activities Com- 
mittee, of the association and for 
his work in the association as 
treasurer and a director ‘n recent 
years.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
It's too late now to get a ticket for 
Saturday’s Notre Dame-Navy foot- 
a game or a hotel room for that 

ay. 

Downtown and suburban hotel 
managers reported all rooms re- 
served for the day. Ticket sales 
stopped last week except for 55- 
cent seats allocated for non-com- 
missioned service men. : 

The crowd in Cleveland stadium 
was limited to approximately 80,- 
000 when plans to sell 10,000 stand- 
ing room ducats were abondoned. 

The Irish ranked No. 1 and the 
Middies No. 3 among the nation’s 
grid teams in the latest Associated 
Press poll of sports editors. Each 
has won five straight. 


Angelo Has a Rival. 

You might say that Angelo Ber- 
telli, the accurate aerialist, will 
throw his own farewell party 
Saturday. Bertelli is expected to 
throw as he never threw before in 
his three years as Irish field gen- 
eral, because in all probability the 
engagement will be his final col- 
legiate game—at least for the du- 
ration. He has been transferred 
to Parris Island, S. C., for ad- 
vanced Marine training and is 
scheduled to report Nov. 1. 

Angelo and his colleagues could 
scarcely find tougher opposition 
for the passing wizard’s grid finale. 
Ranking third among the nation’s 
top teams, Navy is rich in ma- 
terial, Besides a fine line with 
plenty of reserves, the Midshipmen 
have a batch of backs that would 
be more than welcome by most 
coaches. 

Particularly outstanding is Hal 
Hamberg, a 150-pound mite who 
conceivably could steal Bertelli’s 
passing show. Last Saturday 
against Georgia Tech he threw 
three touchdown passes and scored 
another six-pointer. His runs in- 
cluded one for 80 yards. 

Nevertheless, Notre Dame, with 
one of the greatest teams in its 
history and recognized almost 
unanimously as the country’s No. 
1 eleven, rates the edge. The Irish 
have won 13 of the 16 games 
against Navy since the _ series 
started in 1927. 

With a fast, powerful line pav- 
ing the way the Irish have rolled 
up an amazing average of 485.2 
yards gained per contest this sea- 
son. Halfbacks Creighton Miller 
and Julius Rykovich, along with 
fullback Jim Mello, have had a 
heavy hand in establishing that

Billy 
Conn, packed the house at Gam- 
brinus Hall last night to pay trib- 
ute to a great fighter, Jackie Hor- 
ner, who died here Oct. 18. 

An early check of proceeds indi- 
cated about $750 will be turned 
over to the boxer’s widow, 

The appearance of Conn, world 
heavyweight title contender who is 
now in training as an air cadet at 
Jefferson Barracks, came as a 
pleasant surprise to the crowd. 
Billy delivered a short talk from 
the ring, reiterating his wish that 
he may get another chance to take 
the crown from Joe Louis. 
Among the better known fig- 
ures of the boxing world seen in 
the crowd were Harry Sharpe, 
Tommy Sullivan, Johnny Kaiser, 
Charles (Kid) Regan, Mike Kra- 
mer, Frank Burman, Police Sgt. 
Lester Martin, Benny McGovern, 
George Butch, Johnny (Kid) Al- 
berts, Byrl Sparks, Joe McMullen 
and others, 

Under the direction of Promoter 
Leo Julius, who was assisted by 
Announcer Joe (Biz) Kenney, a 
long program of boxing, wrestling 
and other entertainment was of- 
fered.

CHICAGO, Oct. 28 (AP).—Un- 
defeated Purdue was at the top of 
the Western Conference standings 
today with three victories and led 
additionally in three other depart- 
ments—scoring, total yards gained 
per game and yards gained by 
rushing. 

Coach Elmer Burnham's boys 
have demonstrated their power by 
scoring 98 pofhts and rolling up a 
game average of 366 yards gained, 
315 by rushing. 

Michigan, the only other team 
with a clean conference slate, has 
two victories and no defeats. It 
ranks second offensively, confer- 
ence statistics released today dis- 
closed. The Wolverines have scored

T. Lewis Jr., 6381 East Jefferson 
avenue, Kirkwood, of the Marine 
Corps, had his first bath in a tub 


in two years today, enjoyed his 
mother’s cooking, told of months 
of dehydrated rations and bathing 


in muddy tropical streams.

It’s getting better now, 
but a steady diet of dehydrated 
food makes the men long for fresh 
supplies.” 

Lewis, who wearg three combat 
stars and presidential citation rib- 
bons for his division and his bom- 
bardment group, said that Japa- 
nese pilots were inexperienced 
compared to those who stunted 
over Pear] Harbor after bombing 
it and that Japanese “fanaticism 
seems to have taken a holiday.” 

Lewis, who suffered an attack 
of malarial fever and was sent to 
New Zealand for a rest after three 
and a half months on the Russell 
Islands, said he was so glad to 
get fresh milk he didn’t. drink 
water for a month. He was in a 
barracks discussion at Pearl Har- 
bor about joining the Canadian 
Air Force to “sge some action” 
when the Japanese struck. Dur- 
ing 33 months overseas, after his 
enlistment here, he fought also 
at Guadalcanal and in the Solo- 
mons, 

“The raiders, the Marine infan- 
try,” Lewis said, “are supermen 
and we all agreed that the men of 
the Navy’s construction battalion 
were no slouchesg either. They did 
wonderful work under heavy fire. * 

The Japanese Imperial -Marines, 
Lewis said, are husky ‘six-footers. 
The smaller vaps, he added, usual- 
ly are used as construction work- 
ers. Lewis, who arrived here by 
plane, missed his brother Lt. John 
Ww. Lewis, a ferry pilot, whom he 
has not seen for six years, by a 
few minutes as the pilot’s ae 
stopped briefly at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y.— 
Skull ‘‘Pulverized.” 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oct. 28 
(AP).—A Dutchess County medical 
officer said today a Vassar Broth- 
ers Hospital Army cadet nurse was 
killed by “some crazy person” and 
warned officials they “had better 
get him before they find some 
more bodies.”

der yesterday of a 19-year-old girl 
identified as Lucille Elizabeth 
Lawrence of Lisbon, N. X. The 


district attorney said she was 
killed by “complete pulverizing of 
the skull.” Two stones, which he 
said may have been murder 
weapons, were found nearby. 

The victim, whose partly-clad 
body was found in a field about 
150 feet from the hospital, was 
last seen about midnight Tuesday 
by a girl companion with whom 
she had left a party in Pough- 
Miss Helen G. Owen said 


12 blocks from the hospital. 
Attended ‘Hobo’ Party. 

District Attorney John  R. 
Schwartz said evidence indicated 
Miss Lawrence had put up a fierce 
struggle, The victim was 5 feet 6 
inches tall, weighed 132 pounds and 
was “capable of putting up a good 
fight,” Miss Owen said. 

iss Owen, 32-year-old stenog- 
rapher formtrly employed at the 
hospital, told authorities she met 
the nurse at 5:45 p. m. Tuesday 
and went to a movie, where they 
“shivered through a murder mys- 
tery.” 

Then they went to a service club 
“hobo” party at a hotel. They left 
at 11:40 o’clock and Miss Owen ac- 
companied the nurse two blocks. 
Miss Lawrence started walking the 
remaining 10 blocks to the hospital. 
The body was found about 5 p. m. 
yesterday. — 

Schwartz said the body lay 10 
feet from a spot covered with blood 
and there were no marks of drag- 
ging in between, indicating the 
nurse had been carried the dis- 
tance. Her clothes had been pulled 
up over her head.

at the American Steel Foundries 
plant in East St. Louis quickly 
terminated their back-to-work

CLEVELAND, Oct. 28 (AP).— 
Vice-President Henry A. Wallace 
gaid last night there can be post- 
war jobs for everyone, “but we 


must plan to produce 40 per cent 
more peacetime goods than we 
ever did before.” 

Warning “it will take much more 
ingenuity to defeat Lt. Gen. Unem- 
ployment than it will to overthrow 
Hitler,” Wallace asserted “each 
worker today turns out 25 per 
cent more than in 1936. Unless 
we use this incréased productivity 
to produce much more than we 
did before the war, 10 or 12 mil- 
lion workers will be without jobs.” 

The Vice-President’s address was 
prepared for broadcast from the 
national consumers’ food confer- 
ence of Food for Freedom, Inc., 
“an independent non-profit organ- 
ization of individuals and repre- 
sentatives of people’s groups,” with 
Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow as chair- 
man. 

“When peace comes, as we hope 
it will next year, the problem of 
reconversion will be on us at once, 
first in industry and a year or two 
later in agriculture,” Wallace said. 
“Within a few weeks tens of bil- 
lions of dollars of war contracts 
will be canceled and hte factories 
will scramble to get back to work 
producing autos, radios, refriger- 
ators and washing machines. 

Basis of Jobs. 

“There can be jobs for every- 
one provided there is the closest 
co-operation between labor, busi- 
ness and government. But we 
must plan to produce 40 per cent 
more peacetime goods than we 
ever did before. We will have at 
least three million new workers, 
even after wives return to their 
homes and students to _ their 
schools. Each worker today turns 
out 25 per cent more than in 1936. 
Unless we use this increased pro- 
ductivity to produce much more 
than we did before the war, 10 or 
12 million workers will be without 
jobs. 

“We must put both our new 
workers and our new found effi- 
ciency to work producing such a 
widespread standard of comfort 
and happiness for the people right 
here in the United States as we

Asking “are we willing to take 
the peace as seriously as we took 
war?” Wallace asserted, “the trou- 
bie is that our people are too will- 
ing to appease Lieutenant General 
Unemployment. Some business 
men like to have him around in 
times of peace so as to scare labor, 
not realizing that he is an even 
greater enemy of capital than he 
is of labor.” 

Postwar Food Problem. 

The former Secretary of Agri- 
culture said “allied food problems 
in 1944 will be far greater than 
in 1943 but, great as they may be, 
our food outlook is _ infinitely 
brighter than that of the Axis. So 
far the Axis has lived by robbing 
food from the weak. Now those 
days are coming to an end and the 
Japanese and German man power 
will be so depleted that it will be 
increasingly difficult to feed the 
Axis peoples.” 

Wallace declared “we are not 
now and will not be after the war 
ends a major source of food ex- 
ports to overseas countries,” elabo- 
rating: “If we could spare enough 
ships to move it, the United Na- 
tions have this year over 60 mil- 
lion tons of food in exporting 
countries ready to ship to our al- 
lies abroad and to liberated areas. 
Only six million tons or one-tenth 
of all this would come from the 
United States, though probably 
more than one-third of protective 
foods, like dairy products, meat |’ 
and eggs.” 

He said “we do not propose to 
feed a single person anywhere in 
the world who is not willing to 
produce to the extent of his abil- 
ity. We have no more use for a 
‘gimme’ nation than Capt. John 
Smith of Virginia had for a soft- 
landed, lazy cavalier.. But it is 
a'so part of the American tradition 
that we will not willingly stand | 4 
idly by in the midst of preventable | } 
starvation.”

women are not as smart as men. They seem to think girls 
are inferior creatures and not as capable or competent as boys. 
This isn’t true, is it?” : .

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WOMEN ARE JUST as intelligent as men. In fact, they 
are often better workers or better students than the male sex. 
The reasons are fairly obvious. First, women are faster workers 
and more nimble fingered. This result is partly due to their 
shorter arms. The nervous impulses from the brain to the 
fingertips don’t have to traverse as long an arc, so the girls 


thus have a natural neural advantage. Besides, their hands pe 


are not as large and heavy, so the lessened inertia of the latter 
may also be a factor in favor of women. Since this is an age 
wherein most of the héavy, back-breaking type of work has 
been taken over by machines, women can even run a farm 
without any great strain on their physical strength. A woman 
who can drive an automobile, can easily operate a tractor.

WE NOW HAVE seven able women in Congress. 
Congress would probably be far more efficient and more likely 
to keep the country solvent, if we had 200 more women mem- 
bers. The professions now can boast of women in almost every 
field of science.

They 
know that different types of in- 
formation will be given the people 
and it will require education on 
their part to decide what they be- 
lieve in and what they wish to 
uphold, The study of our own 
bill of rights will help us to help 
the world to attain these basic 
freedoms, and it will help us also 
jealously to guard the expression 
of our will through a secret ballot.

Unhappy as South was, his feel- 
ing did not hol a candle to 
North's who was almost foaming 
at the mouth at having been de- 
prived of the opportunity to lam- 
bast four spades. Against that 
contract (which, needless to say, 
North would have doubled) a sin- 
gleton diamond opening, or a 
shift to diamonds after the cash- 
ing of the heart ace, would have 
resulted in a diamond ruff by 
South and the overall capture of 
seven tricks by North-South, for 
an 1100 point 
point swing di 
prove No 
partner! 

It was, of course, South's out- 
rageoug five heart bid that was 
solely responsible for this swing. 
His opening three heart bid had 
been entirely logical, but in mak- 
ing that shutout he had told his 
full story. He had no means of 
knowing North's distribution or 
high card holding, and therefore 
it was absurd for him summarily 
to decide, either that the op 
ponents could make four spades 
and that he had better sacrifice 
at five hearts, or that a five heart 
contract might actually: be suc- 
cessful. The fact that North had 
raised from three to four hearts 
did not imply that he was long in 
the suit; with gufficient outside 
strength it may be quite proper 
to raise a pre-emptive bid with 
only a singleton in support. In this 
specific case North's raise, 
although based on a singleton, had 
been correct because, from his 
point of view, it appeared that he 
would supply at least three tricks 
ta the contract, He could not fore- 


‘see that South would be able to 


use only one of those tricks,

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Religion Finds a Place in Education Diet 's Best 
h St. Louis School Children 


Weekday Bible Classes Prove Po 


By Clarissa Start 


HOSE who take a dark view 
Te the future of religion should 

‘be encouraged by the results of 
religious education among St. 
Louis school children, This is the 
beginning of the fifth year of a 
successful program of weekday 
religious education offered to local 
public school children, a program 
which provides for the release of 
pupils from school for one hour 
each week to attend classes at a 
nearby church of their parents’ 
choice. 

Last year, 15,500 grade school 
children attended these classes, 
and this year, although the exact 
number has not yet been tabulated, 
there has been a considerable in- 
crease, In addition, churches re- 
port that Sunday School rolls have 
been swelled because of interest 
aroused in week day classes. 

The guiding group behind the 
religious education of school: chil- 
dren is the Interfaith Cammittee, a 
group composed of representatives 
of the Roman Catholic, Missouri 
Synod Lutheran, and Christian 
Science churches, and the. Metro. 
politan Church Federation of 
Protestant churches. The Jewish 
Co-ordinating Council is ‘also rep- 
resented on the committee al- 
though they do not sponsor classes 
on released school time. 

“We attribute the success of 
these classes to the co-operation of 
the various faiths,” the Rev. C. M. 
Crowe, of Centenary Methodist 
church, and a member of the com- 
mittee, said. “Since the classes 
first started we have worked to- 
gether in complete harmony.” 


x* * * 

HIS prevailing spirit of co-op- 

eration wag evidenced in the 

meeting we attended where the 
Rev, James E. Hoflich, Catholic 
priest; Rev, Clarence Peters, Luth- 
eran minister; and Dr, Clark W. 
Cummings, Miss Otie Branstetter, 
and Rev. Crowe, all representing 
the Church Federation, conferred 
on the subject foremost in their 
minds, the religious education of 
youth. 

“These classes were first started 
at the request of the Board of Edu- 
cation,” Dr. Cummings explained, 
“They asked that the churches help 
in an effort to curb delinquency. 
It was not an entirely new idea, of 
course. “It was really an outgrowth 
of the Gary system, begun in Gary,

Indiana, in 1913, and communities 
in 38 other states have similar re- 
ligious education classes.” 

Classes, which are available to 
grade school and to some extent 
to high school pupils also, are not 
held in the school buildings them- 
selves, because of a state law 
which forbids the holding of religi- 
ous classes in school buildings. No 
public school funds are expended 
and students are not required to 
attend any class. At the beginning 
of each term, they are given re- 
lease slips to take home for their 
parents to sign, indicating ap- 
proval and designating the particu- 
lar faith preferred. 

“Tf the parents don’t want the 
child to have any religious training 
they remain in their clagsrooms 
and spend the hour studying civics 
and government,” Pastor Peters 
said. “While we do not fee] that 
this is the ideal situation, we don’t 
force any child to attend. That 
would hardly be in keeping with 
the spirit of American liberty. But 
children who do not attend are 
kept busy and do not lose any 
achool time,” 

‘Teachers for the religious edu- 


cation classes are chosen with the 
game care for high standards that 
teachers for any other subject are 
selected, Catholic children are 
taught by the sisters from the pa- 
rochial schools, Lutheran classes 
by the pastors or vicars of the 
church, Protestant classes by lay 
people specially selected for the 
task. The subject matter taught 
varies with each faith but all seem 
to have had the same result, in 
arousing an interest in religion 
where none existed before, and 
bringing more children to church 
on Sunday. ‘ 


“Moreover, we've not only noticed 
an increase in our Sunday schools,” 
Father Hoflich pointed out, “but 
also in the parochial schools. Our 
attendance has gone up this year, 
and many of the new pupils are 
children who began by attending 
our week day classes. In no in- 


stances have the parochial schools. 


suffered from the program.” 

“And in a number of instances,” 
Pastor Peters added, “parents have 
even begun coming to church for 
the first tirffe, which is certainly 
a great blessing.”

In the booklet, “Remember the 
Weekday,” published by the Inter- 
faith committee, another blessing 
of the week day classes is stressed, 
the fact that these classeg reach 
children not reached by other 
agencies of religious education. 
There are plenty to be reached, 
as the 1940 White House Confer- 
ence on Children reported in their 
estimate that approximately one- 
half of the children in the United 
States receive no religious instruc- 
tion outside the home. That there 
is a need for increased religious 
training from a practical stand- 
pons if no other was emphasized 

y J. Edgar Hoover, who called 
irreligion our greatest menace, 
and said, “what we need in this 
country is a return to God, more 
specifically a return to the practice 
of religion.” 


* Ww . 
ERHAPS a, argument for 
the program of religious educa- 
tion has come from the children 
themselves. In one school, where 
the principal himself visited a 
nearby church and requested that 
a center be established, the re- 
sponse has been so great that 70% 
of the student body now attends 
classes. In another instance where 
the church has no available build- 
ing for classes, pupils go to school 
each week in an empty storeroom., 
Also indicative of the response 
of the children are the written 
comments which they turn in at 
the end of the year. From the al- 
most illegible scrawis of the small- 
est children to the more adult 
handwriting and phrasing of 
eighth graders, you find the same 
line repeated as a refrain, “I want 
to come back next year.” The les- 
sons which they feel they get 
from the classes are sometimes 
amusing, often touching, as in the 
case of one small Negro child who 
wrote, “I have learned to look 
all week. I look for the beautiful 
things God has given us.” 
Another child, a fourth grader 
whose spelling was slightly inac- 
curate but whose spiritual side 
could not be criticized, began her 
comment with the words, “I have 
learnt the golden roul.“ Other 
things which she had “learnt” 
were: “to be kind to others even 
when they are angry, to be nice 
to my nabors, to be nice to other 
races of people, to do my part to 
make us better citizens’’—all of 
them truths which might well be 
“learnt” universally.

Overweight 
Treatment

HERE have been several clas- 
T sical forms of treatment of 

overweight, which can rough- 
ly be divided into two classes— 
one based on the theory that over- 
weight is due to a disturbance of 
the internal glands and that giv- 
ing one or other remedy by mouth 
corrects the difficulty, and the 
other the simple and plain idea 
that a person gains weight be 
cause he eats too much. 

The first of these methods de- 
pends on the administration of 
thyroid extract or pituitary ex- 
tract and works all right in the 
proper cases which I am bound to 
say seem to me very few. 

The principal trouble in treat- 
ing the second class of cases— 
those who are overweight because 
they eat too much—is that right 
at the outset they say they hardly 
eat a thing. According to them 
they have the appetite of birds 
and very small birds at that, and 
they compare their performances — 
at the table with the thin member 
of the family who, they say, eats 
enough to keep an elephant going.
